^ The" rapid inci^ease'IVthe^number of 
divorce cases in this country has caused 
much discussion as to the causes and 
the best manner of prevention. 
Hon. 
Edward J. Phelps, ex-Minister to Eng- 
land, has turned his attentson to the 
matter, and recommends a 
remedy, 
which will, we are sure, answer its in- 
tended purpose and greatly reduce the 
number of divorces. 
It is, the passage 
by each Stale of laws forbidding either 
divorced party to re-marry as long as 
the other lives. 
His investigation into 
the history of many cases led to his con- 
clusion that a desire for another mar- 
riage is the main cause of most separa- 
tions between 
husbands 
and 
wives. 
During the past twenty years there were 
granted 500,000 divorces, against 325,- 
000 during the previous twenty years. 


The ordinary mortal knows very lit- 
tle of the President of the United Slates. 
Only in a general way can any one 
know what passes between the chief ex- 
ecutive and 
those who have 
private 
conferences with him. 
It is said that 
he is not only importuned for offices, 
but thac very often demands are made 
on him for money.

this point of vantage succeeded in hit- 
ting O'Toole twice. 
Callahan is said 
to have escaped unhurt. 
To add to 
O'Toole's ill luck Mrs. Callahan dash- 
ed a pail of hot water over him and his 
face is scalded." 


In a filthy room on Newark street, 
Newark, N. J., Friday the dead body 
of a four-months-old child was found 
on a table, where it had been lying 
since the 
previous Monday. 
Peter 
Flanigan and his wife, the parents of 
the child, were both drunk, and had 
bqen in that condition all week. 
There 
were also in the room four little chil- 
dren who had been eating their meals 
off the table upon which the dead in-

lay. 
Neighbors

the 
County Physician, who examined the 
body and found that the child had died 
from natural causes. 
The father re- 
fused to allow the body to be buried 
in the potter's, but he wanted it to re- 
main where it lay until he could collect 
money for funeral expenses.

was buried in the evening.

If roughness is needed it cer- 
tainly can be secured at a much less cost, 
and of a~-considerably better quality -by 
cutting the fodder in good season- 


After the corn has matured sufficiently 


to gather and store away there is but a 
small amount of nutriment in the dried 
up shucks. 
It is not good economy to 


feed corn to srock of any kind with the 
shuck on, and hence if stored away witii- 
oufc husking it must be all handled over 
again be! ore feeding. It will not keep 
anY better in the shuck than without; in.' 
fact, if the corn is exposed and gets wet 
it will damage more ia the crib if it is 
left with the husk on than without.

SWKHT POTATOES, 


We doubt if there is any crop whíén 
in ordinary years can be grown with more 
satisfaction than sweet potatoes. 
There 
are surely liutfew vegetables so palatable, 
yet many do not raise them in any quan- 
tity on .account of the trouble of keeping 
them through tho winter. 
The potatoes 
are usually dug with hoes, but in largo 
quantities may he dug in an easier man- 
ner. As soim as a lieavy frost strikes the 
vines, wnich is readily known by the 
leaves turning back, cut olf the vines 
close to the ground; then, with a heavy 
two horse jilow tlirow tvro potato rows 
together; then follow, remove the tubers 
carefully from the stem anM lay them on 
the soft soil between tho rows to dry oif, 
which they will do in an liour or so. 
They must be handled as carcfully hs 
eggs, especially at this time, as tho skin 
is very tender and can be nibbed off by 
the hand, nor should they ever be 
thrown, but carefully laid down. 
This 
is a very important feature of safely 
keeping them througJi the winter. 
It 
may seem unnecessary trouble, 3'et if 
sweet potatoes are expected to keep in 
good condition they cannot be handled 
too carefully. As soon as they aro dried, 
carefully rub off any* adhering loam or 
soil by turning each tuber around in 
your hands a couple of times, and then 
plac<? them in tho Ijaskets, barrels ^ or 
chests ia which they are to be stored, y 
that they cannot be readily shaken about 
when the packages arc handled. 
If in- 


be done at a much less expense at tho 
start than to wait until it is needed, either 
for feeding or to send to market, and 
then be obliged to handle over again be- 
fore it can be considered as being in a 
suitable condition. 
Wheat, oats, barley 
and rye can be cleansed much more thor- 
oughly before putting in the bins in 
graneries than afterward; and whichever 
plan will economize labor to the best ad 
vantage should be used. 


And it is certainly not economizing 
labor to store corn in the crib v;ith the 
shuck on, where, before it is fed out, it 
lilust all be handled over agaiu, and tho 
shuck be taken oii before it is fed to the 
stock. 
Even to hogs and cattle it is no 
real saving. 
The cattle will waste moro 
or less corn in attempting to eat shuck, 
cob and grain all at once, and often rnon 
grain is wasted than the value of tho' 
shuck as feed in giving cattle corn inthel 
shuck. 
What is fed to the hogs, has atl 
least wasted the shucks, while there is al- 
ways more or less waste of grain that] 
could liavc been saved if the corn -was fcfi 
shucked. 
AVith sheep and horses tho 
corn should always be shucked befon 
feeding. 
And it is only in exceptional 
cases that this can be donechcaperin tin 
crib than in the field.

braised calf's liver make an oKcellent and 
economical change. 
Broiled 
sheep's 
kidneys with bacon make a fine break- 
fast, and only cost about ten cents. 
Beef olives (small pieces of round steak 
spread with stuiHngand stewed) are ap- 
petizing and do not cost one-half a< 
much as a tenderloin steak, and so wo 
might continue nam ng delightful dishos 
made from the so-called inferior pieces 
of meat. 
A great deal also depends 
upon the manner in which the market- 
ing is put away and cared for after it 
comes home. 
All vegetables keep fresh 
longer if put in a cool, damp place. 
Fruits keep best in a cool, dark, 
dry 
place. 
Bread must be kept without 
wrapping in a close box. 
Fish, to be 
kept over night,

sprinkled with salt and put on a platter, 
skin side down; then stood in a cold 
place, away from all meats or delicato 
articles.—Detroit J^Vee Pre^s.

How to Mako Soft Soap. 


In almost all families there is more or 
less use for soft soap. 
Nothing is betier 
for dish towels, white tables and fiocrs, 
sinks, etc., than good soft soap. 
There 
is much ia knowing liow to make it with 
ease and without filling the house with 
a disagreeable odor. If the work is prop- 
erly done there will be no trouble. 


The fats to save for soap grease are 
mutton,goose, turkey, and the skimmings 
from the water in which ham has been 
boiled. 
The solid bits of fat should be 
rendered while they are sweet. 
When- 
ever there are any trimmings of fat from 
mutton or other kinds of meat that are 
suitable only for soap grease, cut them 
in I its and place them in a frying-pan 
on the back part of the stove, where they 
will cook slowly until all the liquid fat 
has been extracted. 
iStrain this into a 
pot kept for the purpose. 
Throw tho 
solid piccei into tho garbaije barrel. 
Put all the skimmings of fat that are to 
be used for soap grease in the frying-pan 
while they are still sweet and iet them 
simmer on the back part of the range 
until all the water has been cooked out 
of them. 
Put this fat with the other. 
If you do this work regularly, and keep 
the fat covered and in a cool place, it 
will remain sweet for months. 


When you are ready to make the soap 
the work will not be great. 
It is best 
to mike the soap a few weeks before you 
will wish to use it, as it is rather hard on 
the hands when new. 
Here is a good 
rule for making the soap without heat- 
ing the grease: 


Put fourteen pounds of crude—not 
concentrated—potash in a wooden pail 
aod pour over it enough boiling water 
to cover it. 
Stir well, and let tho mix- 
ture stand over night. 
In the morning 
pour this mixture into a large kettle and 
place on the 
fire. 
Kow add another 
pail of boiling water and stir frequently 
with a stick until all the potash is dis- 
solved. 
Kext put ten quarts of soap 
grease in a water-tight barrel and grad- 
ually pour in the hot potash. 
Let this 
stand for three hours, and then add a 
pailful of hot water and stir well. 
Add 
another pailful three hours later. 
After 
this add a pailful a day for the next six 
days, stirring well with a long stick 
each time. 
The soap should be stirred 
•very day for the next three weeks, 
M'hen it will be ready for use.

These two men 
actually used to unload the stuff as they 
might unload a lot of bricks,

and the latter catching it and placing it 
on the ground in time to catch the next 
can. 
As it takes a man with a good set 
of nerves even to ride in a wagon where 
be knows there is nitro-glycorine under 
the seat, this manner of handling a com- 
pound that frequently explodes under 
(he slightest jar will give an idea of 
what sort of nerves those two men 
had.

theory we all admitted was plausible as

On each side was a high and ab- 
rupt hill, only a few rods intervening,

poor man were searched for carefully 
and long, for he was a good man and a 
popular one.

tun pounds.

plosion is always upward. 
If the matter 
(lad been reduced to atoms, however in- 
finitesimal, 
in falling back

spotless snow some trace of them might 
h a v e been seen upon it. But it remained 
AS spotless as before.
